BY EARTHQUAKE 
NNCALIFORNA 


Casualties Occur at Santa 
Fe Springs, Near Los An- 
geles, Which Also Is Se- 


verely Shaken. 


By the Associated Press. 

LOS ANGELES, Cal, July 8.— 
Four persons, two men and two 
children, were injured in an earth- 
quake which severely shook Los 
Angeles and communities within 
a 30-mile radius at 8:45 a. m. 
These injuries were reported from 
Santa Fe Springs, oi] town 15 miles 
south of here. 

Long Beach, Hermosa Beach and 
Santa Monica, on -the Pacific 
Ocean, felt the tremor more than 
the inland communities of Pasa- 
dena and Glendale. 

The tremer was an undulating 
north and south movement, caus- 
ing chandeliers in some buildings 
to sway like pendulums, rattling 
w ndows and moving small objects 
but causing no damage here. 

A second tremor of less inten- 
sity was felt an hour later at 9:45 
o’clock. 

At Whittier, northeast of Santa 
Fe Springs, several houses were 
damaged by falling chimneys and 
plate-glass windows were broken. 

The Santa Fe Springs childverf 
were injured when a washing ma- 
chine filled with boiling water 
overturned. 

Two oil field workers were in- 
jured by objects falling from der- 
ricks, 

The Epicenter of the quake ap- 
peared to bein the Santa Fe 
Springs area. It was felt at Po- 
mona, 30 miles southeast of Los 
Angeles, and in San Fernando Val- 
ley towns to the north. 

Large buildings in Los Angeles 
swayed several inches, the tower of 
the City Hall swinging back and 
forth 12 inches., but no damage 
was reported. 

The City Hall is constructed so 
that a three-foot’sway of the tower 
or eighteen inches in each direc- 
tion, is provided for, engineers say. 
The 1800-pound chandelier in the 
rotunda swung on an arc of 
twelve inches during the earth 
quake. 

Damage amounting to $50,000 
was reported in East Whittier. A 
section of one wall ’of the East 
Whittier school caved in and the 
structyre was thrown out of line: 
It was unoccupied. Two East Whit- 
tier homes were wrecked.

LONG BEACH, Cal., July 8.— 
An earthquake tremor which last- 
ed more than 20 ‘seconds, was felt 
in the central part of this city at 
8:47 a. m. today.

“He came to our room over the 
gambling house at Wyoming, IIl., 
Sunday morning (June 30),” the 
confession, as made public by offi- 
cers, said. “He had been drinking. 
He grabbed a chair and tried to 
strike me witl it. I got away from 
that. Then he tore a mirror from 
the wall and brought it down on 
my head. It smashed in a thou- 
sand pieces and almost stunned me. 

“Finally I got him on the bed 
and sat watching him for an hour. 
He got up. drank some more and 
fell back on the bed in a stwpor.

A wage agreement of $13.20 a 
day for union electricians wag an- 
nounced today by the LEiectrical 
Employers’ Association, compris- 
ing 42 electrical firms employing 
the majority of the 800 members of 
Electrical Workers’ Locai No. 1.

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UPSET BY FORD LINE 


Experts’ Advice Unheeded in 
Operation of Detroit, Toledo 
and Ironton. 


> 
By the Associated Press. 

DETROIT, Mich., July 8.—When 
Henry Ford sold the Detroit, To- 
ledo & Ironton Railroad he dis- 
posed of a property he had taken 
virtually from the junk heap and 
converted into a paying proposi- 
tion. For the 30 years. before 
Ford acquired it in 1920, the road 
cften had been in receivership. 

The success that attended Ford’s 
entry into the railroad field par- 
alleled, in a smaller way, his ac- 
complishments in the automobile 
business. 

In the case of the automobile 
interests he started with $28,000 in 
1203. Some twenty odd years later 
he was reported to have refused 
£1,000,000,000 for his property. 

With the railroad property Ford 
started in 1920 with $5.000,000. 
Six years later the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission placed a tenta- 
tive vafuation of $11,826,300 on the 
property and Ford himself protest- 
ed, saying that for rate-making 
purposes a “fair return’’ was $23,- 
061,208. 

From the railroad Ford obtained 
large profits by a procedure that 
was contrary to all economic logic. 
The profits came not because Ford 
instituted economies, but because 
he increased expenditures for main- 
tenance of way and for equipment 
and because he paid raliroad em- 
ployes the same scale of wages he 
had instituted in his factories. 

The road, under Ford owner- 
ship, was a thorn in the side of 
the railroads of the country gen- 
erally; first because of the $6 a 
day minimum wage and, latterly, 
on account of the electrification of 
a large part of the. right-of-way, 
which Ford instituted contrary to 
the advice of most railroad engi- 
neers. 

The importance of the road to 
the Ford interests was that it 
crossed nearly all the larger east 
and west trunk lines between De- 
troit and the Ohio River. Ford was 
able to cut from two to three 
weeks from the time normally con- 
sumed in shipping raw materials 
to the Detroit plants. Moreover, 
the road assured the lord interests 
an uninterrupted supply of coal 
from Southern Ohio, West Virginia 
and Kentucky. 

Ford efficiency methods were 
into operation all along. the 

Employes received higher 
wages, but they did work that rail- 
road employes normally left to 
others. Engine crews carried a 
repair kit and made many minor 
repairs that kept the locomotives 
out of the shops. Crossing watch- 
men were expected to keep cross- 
ings clean and in repair without 
calling in a carpenter. As far as 
possible Sunday work was elimi- 
nated. 

When Ford purchased the road 
its mileage was-468, the main line

| WRAY’S COLUMN 


A Singular Career. 


HETHER “Strangler” Ed 
Lewis will, for the fourth 


time in his career, regain a lost 
wrestling cha ionship crown, 
has the boys in Boston guessing. 
Tomorrow night Lewis will op- 
pose Gus Sonny Sonnenberg for 
the third time, and just what to 
expect is what worries the critics, 
whose noses are lifted to tire 
breeze to catch the right odor. 

Ed has regained his honors 
so often during some 18 years of 
ring activity. that it is not on the 
cards to count him out of the 
running. 

Stecher, Zibby. Munn and Son- 
nenberg all have laid Lewis low, 
only to see him come back and 
conquer his conquerors—with the 
exception of Sonny Boy. 

Will Gus share the fate of the 
others tomorrow night? We ask 
you. 

Considering Lewis’ 
career, it would not be expecting 
too mutch to see him regain the 
title. In fact, one rather figures 
he will not only win the crown, 
but go on another of those kale- 
gathering expeditions in which 
he defends his title against Tom, 
Dick and Harry, heavily uphol- 
stering his bank account at a 
minimum risk That has been 
the history of Ed's previous 
comebacks. 

. > > 
Lewis Rebuilt Wrestling. 

INCE Lewis came into the 

game, the rather drab but 
serious sport of wrestling has 
taken on a new flavor and many 
new wrinkles. Lewis began it 
by taking on a name that was 
not his own—‘“Strangler Lewis,” 
a ring monaker borrowed from 
the original Evan Lewis, known 
as the “strangler’ because he ac- 
tually did use that means of de- 
feating his foes. 

Robert Friederich, who is the 
present Ed Lewis, decided that a 
flashy mat name would help his 
cause. Having specialized in the 
ancient and venerable “Chancery 
hold.” which he re-christened the 
headliock, Ed called himself 
“Strangler.”’ 

ce « = 

In his career since, Lewis has 
taken part in more unusual and 
exciting contests than any man 
in the history of the game in 
this country or Europe, so far as 
we can learn. For example: 

He wrestied a match with 
Stecher which went five hours 
without a fall. 

He won one championship be- 
cause his opponent, Stecher, de- 
veloped neuritis. 

He lost one title (to Zbyszko) 
because “rolling falls” were legal. 

He lost again to a wrestler 
(Wayne Munn whom he after- 
wards defeated many times). on 
& most peculiar foul and a queer 
ruling by the referee. 

He regained the title from a 
man whom he had refused to 
meet for four years, when Lewis 
himself had the titl—Joe Stech- 
er. 

He lost it again to a man whom 
he previously had beaten (Son- 
nenberg) on a foul so palpable 
that it seems incredible a ref- 
eree could fail to recognize it. 
Lewis never made an official 
protest, as far as we could learn. 

— 


Champion Suspended. 


OW Lewis is to wrestle this 

man for the title against 
an opponent who, wrestling 
critics assert. has as little actual 
knowledge of the game as Wayne 
Munn and who has been sus- 
pended by the commissions of 
two or three states. One of his 
op Donents in “championship 
matches,” Dan Koloff, has been 
barred because he wrestled Son- 
nenberg in “title” bouts in dif- 
ferent cities, under DIFFERENT 
names, 

. — 

The dramatic in Lewis’ mat 
history has not been confined to 
his championship defeats. In 
all his events the element of 
showmanship has been outstand- 
ing. Either by design or acci- 
dent his contests have always 
been exciting. 

For example, at one stage of 
his championhsip career, when 
he vis defending his title from 
week to week, his struggles took 
on a new complex. It seemed 
that, although he could always 
beat his foes, up to a certain 
point they could throw him 
about with ridiculous ease. In 
seven matches he was thrown 
out of the ring more than 290 
times. Some of th feats oc- 
curred in St. Louis, and even Re- 
nato Gardini, who among experts 
is not considered either a great 
wrestler or an unusually power- 
ful man, hurled Lewis from the 


dramatic 


ring two or three times in one 
match here. 
“Condition” No Qbject. 
ANY “hospital cases" have 
developed as a result of 
Lewis’ charmpionships. That is 
to say, reports have followed 
matches indicating that either 
Lewis or his opponents have been 
badly hurt. 

In one of his matches here his 
victim was reported to be suffer- 
ing from concussion. The next 
morning a telephone call related 
that the victim was in bad shape 
and was still in a “serious condi- 
tion.” But that night he took the 
train for Memphis and the fol- 
lowing day he wrestled in that 
city. 

In his first match with Son- 
nenberg Lewis sidestepped one 
of Sonny's flying tackles—the 
easiest way to beat him—and 
Sonnenberg dived out head first 
to the concrete. It was reported 
a hospital case. He probably 
was considerably shaken up. 

In Kansas City. Lewis himself 
was a casualty when Munn lift- 
ed him up and dropped him over 
the ropes. At least it was re- 
ported that he was se badly hurt 
that he was not able to continue. 
But he did. and he lost the third 
fall, and the title.

TRANGE verdicts also have 

featured Lewis matches; and 
several times, te the writer's 
knowledge, he has “defended his 
title” under conditions that no 
man who feared the loss of his 
crown would seemingly be fool- 
hardy enough to face. In St 
Louis he has, .as champion, 
wrestled with his eyes in such 
condition from trachoma or 
other eye disease that he almost 
had to grope his way about. On 
more than one occasion he has 
been in the ring in poor shape. 
boils and other evidences of bad 
condition making the fact ob- 


vious,

Through it all came Lewis 
bobbing up again and going over 
the top, against the men who 
conquered him. 

It is reported from the East 
that Lewis is now fat and siug- 
gish in his preparation for his 
comeback with Sonnenberg. 
Don't let that deter you, if you 
like his chances, I* is the bizarre, 
rather than the usual, that marks 
all of Lewis’ contests. 

One ought to feel surprised 
if Sonnenberg should win again. 
It will mark Lewis’ end as a 
championship factor. if he is de- 
feated. 

And really, after winning three 
brides, four championships and 
five fortunes, who can blame 
him if he wants to leave this 
field of strenuous. though some- 
what histrionic endeavor?

at Convention.

| PORTLAND, Ore., July 8.—Who 
| will contro! the dollars that are 
| spent each year to protect and 
' remedy the health of the nation‘ 
Individua! physicians such as now 
practice as family doctors? Cor- 
porations formed for the practice 
of medicine: State or government- 
al agencies? Co-operative organi- 
gations of physicians. Industrial 
organizations that hire physicians 
| to serve their employes? 

This question, raising the prop- 
erty of medical publicity and ad- 
vertising, was injected into the 
opening deliberations of the Amer- 
ican Medical Association here this 
morning wheu Dr. Maicolm L. Har- 
ris of Chicago, president-elect of 
the association, urged that physi- 
cians co-operatively organize, own. 
control and operate pay clinics, the 
profits ef whith shall be paid those 
who do the work: 

Dr. Harris’ plan provides that ut 
present only persons capable of vis- 
iting the .linic but unable to pay 
regular fees for the services should 
be served by the medical centers 
incorporated and operated by the 
county medical societies. The 
medicai center patients would be 
charged a fee depending on their 
income. Dr. Harris suggested that 
those unable to pay anything for 
their medical attention are charges 
of the community and that the city 
or county should therefore com- 
pensate the co-operative medica! 
center for the services rendered to 
them. Eventually the same #sys- 
tem of service should be extended 
to homes and hospitals/in order to 
fulfill, as Dr. Harris said, “an un-

Alberto Pirclli Says Europe Is a 
Customer, Not a Rival, of 
America,

AMSTERDAM, July 
Fifth Congress of the International 
Chamber of Commerce, with 1400 
delegates representing almost ev- 
ery country in the world in attend- 
ance, opened here today. 

Alberto Pirelli, president of the 
International Chamber, discussed 
the body’s activities during‘the past 
two years and told of the progress 
in various fields. Dealing 
'with the question of tarfffs, he 
said: 

“During the last two years, no 
tariff increases have 
been applied; on the other hand, 


| the few reductions have been insig- 


nificant. But proposals for tariff 
increases exist in America, Egypt, 
Finland, Mexico, Portugal, Spain. 

“Although we cannot deal here 
with the tariff policies of particu- 
lar states, as that is a matter of 
national sovereignty, we cannot ig- 
nore the fact that the effect of 
measures taken will be proportion- 
ate to the importance of the coun- 
tries that take them, and for this 
reason the attitude of the great in- 
dustrial countries, and therefore of 
the United States of America, de- 
serves our special attention. 

“The United States and Europe 
are customers of each other rather 
than rivals, and that, our Ameri- 
can friends will certainly not deny. 
They will admit that the United 
States have more to gain from the 
development of Europe as a cus- 
tomer, taking nearly half the ex- 
port of the United States, than to 
fear from an increase of European 
competition on the markets of the 
world.”’

Attitude Toward Soviet 
Treaty Shown in Dis- 
cussion With Senators.

WASHINGTON, July %8.—Presi- 
dent Hoover is reported to have 
indicated to important industrial 
and banking interests, whose rep- 
resentatives will make a four 
weeks’ visit to Russia this summer, 
under the auspices of the Ameri- 
can-Russian Chamber of Com- 
merce, that this Government may 
consider the question of Russian 
recognition in the light of the rap- 
idiy expanding trade with the 


soviet. 

Mr. Hoover has made no public 
expression, but various Senators 
and others who have discussed it 
with him, haye decided he wants 
to see formal relations resumed 
and a treaty negotiated. Trade 
with Russia has grown steadily. 
Statistics give the aggregate turn- 
over with the United States for 
1927-1928 as $120,000,000, a gain 
of nearly $60,000,000 over the fis- 
cal year preceding and $70,000,000 
over previous war levels. Russia 
imported $96,717,000 of American 
goods and materials last year, in- 
cluding $54,000,000 in cotton, $15,- 
000,000 in agricultural equipment,

Manila today by thousands of per- 
sons who crowded the pier, streets 
and the old legislative buildings, 
Dwight F. Davis of St. Louis be- 
came the ninth American Gover- 
nor-General of the Philippine 
Islands. 

In a brief inaugural address de- 
livered in the Legislature's build- 
ing Davis pledged his administra- 
tion to the friendliest co-operation 
with the Filipino people a policy 
of efficient economy, and to sup- 
pression of dishonesty in govern- 
ment. 

Despite a steady rain thousands 
crowded the pler where he was 
welcomed by Vice Governor-Gen- 
eral Eugene Gilmore and other 
notables. At the old Legislative 
House, to which the party was es- 
corted by a cavalry troop, hun- 
dreds failed to get inalde and stood 
on the plaza outside and were rain- 
soaked. 

Davig praised the progress the 
Filipino people have made, but told 
them they had made only a start 
toward the goal to which they 
should aspire and pictured the 
islands of the future as the “happy 
home of a contented and prosper- 
ous people. spiritually, politically 
and culturally, the leaders of the 
Far Kast.” 

Commenting on Philippine inde- 
pendence the new Governor said 
that, although the island’s political 
future was beyond his province, 
the problems “directly affecting 
the foundations upon which that 
political future must rest, do di-, 
rectly confront us for solution.” 

“Efficient economy,” he e¢z- 
plained, “does not mean merely 
saving money, but should be meas- 
ured in increased wealth, more ed- 
ucation and better living condi- 
tions for the Philippine people.” 

He pointed out that the reven- 
ues of the Philippines are prac- 
tically stationary. while the needs 
and proper demands of the insular 
government are increasing steadily. 

“Therefore, a steady increase in 
the wealth of the people, which, 
in turn, will increase the revenues, 
is essential,”’ he said. :

Quezon, president of the Philippine

In Tokio we met the leading men of 
finance and business. Marquis Okuma en- 
tertained us at his ancestral! home. which 
has been turned over to Waseda University. 
founded by his father. The Grand Old Man 
of Japan. They cal! him the foremost Lib- 
eral of his day. Baron Mitsui. head of a 
great chain »f corporations, entertained us 
at his villa in Tokio, a charming place with 
a wonderful Japanese garden, in the heart 
of Tokio. Baron Yuwasaki also opened his 
villa, which had extensive forma! and Jap- 
anese gardens attached to it. I saw there 
what was to me a wonderful sight. a pergola 
100x150 feet, covered with wisteria in full 
bloom. The trunks of the vines were large 
as trees and the branches spread over the 
whole pergola while the blossoms hung be- 
low, so it presented a canopy of lavender 
flowers. We saw trees of quaint and gro- 
tesque shape, hundreds of yeats old. their 
long branches carefully supported, and. of 
course, each had its ancestra! shrine. Baron 
Okuma gave us dinner at the Peers’ Club. 
preceded by two “Noh” plays—old ciassics 
showing the costumes and manners of 600 
years ago- very interesting, as were sev- 
eral historical plays given by the best actors 
in Tokio. The Japanese historical play is 
very different from our drama. slow in ac- 
tion and dancing acco nied always oy a 
chorus (something like the Greeks) with in- 
struments and weird music. 

Tokio has accomplished an extraordinary 
reconstruction since the earthquake, almost 
compiete, making it practicaily like an 
American city. Yokohama will need sev- 
erai years more to complete its reconstruc- 
tion. Both. hewever. have recovered and 
they're growing rapidly with larger popu- 
tation than before the earthquake. I found 
in Tokio, Yokohama, Osaka. Nagoya. ali in- 
dustrial cities and ports, a feverish desire 
to develop modern scientific ind@ustrie! 
methods of the Western world. particulariy 
of America. and yet the people as a mass 
cling to, and some leading men cling to, 
Japanese customs and clothing. Most of the 
business men we meet, exceyt at Japanese 
dinners. wear European clothes. The wom- 
en as a rule cling to the kimono. except 
among the younger set. who want to engage 
in athletic sporte—they’re taking to flapper

it will take a long time to change Japan—l 
mean the masses of people, from the ways 
of Japanese living—but the movement is on. 
All whom we have met are eager to iearn 
our ways and to get from us suggestions 
and criticisms. 

We tave had special permits which have 
enabled us*to visit places from which the 
public is excluded. At the Meiji Shrine at 
Tokio, located in a park where trees have 
been sent from every part of Japan and 
transplanted. we were permitted to visit tne 
Emperor's garden, a charming place with a 
marshy stream filled with iris; everywhere 
we looked from the wooden paths we 
caught glimpses and vistas of iris At Nikko 
there is an ancient road, formerly running 
from Kyoto to Yedo (now Tck'io) lined 
with cryptomeria trees about 300 years oid. 
They are majestically lurge and tall, almost 
the size of the California redwood. These 
ancient trees are alsy around many of the 
shrines, investing them with an appearance 
of extreme majesty and beauty. 

{have indicated how diligent the Jap- 
anese are in forestry and in preserving trees. 
Everywhere we have e at this time of 
the year we have been*surrounded by cw!- 
tivated and wild azaleas, which biended 
with the green of the trees. giving a charm- 
ing effect. Lake Chuzenji. near Nikko. 
which is a popular summer resort, is a love- 
ly lake in a vast crater its outlet is the 
cataract of khegon. which falls over a preci- 
pice of 300 feet. There. we were given per- 
mission to fish in a mountain stream run- 
ning through the impertai trout hatcheries; 
we caught 35 or 40 trout with a long bam- 
boo rod and a crud. tackle (a line. hook 
and a fiy—no reels). Miyanoshita is an- 
other summier resort in the Hakone district. 
There is a beautiful jake in which we fished 
with ill success, but from a natural stand- 
point it is the most picturesque and the 
most beautiful part of Japan. with good 
roads winding around and over the moun- 
tains.

Avoid Kitchen Leaks 


ASTE in cooking probably 
W causes one of the greatest 

kitchen leaks in our homes. 
Careless paring is one of these. 
Other fats might be substituted for 
butter in many cases. All suet and 
pleces of fat can be tried out and 
used in cooking. Bacon fat is ex- 
cellent for frying fish. Chicken 
fat gives fried potatoes a pleasing 
‘tlavor. When soup gets cold skim 
off the fat and use it for frying 
meats and potatoes. 

The inner stalks of celery are 
used for the table and the rest 
thrown away, whereas only the dis- 
coloféd leaves and stalks should 
be discarded. The trimmings of 
fish go into the garbage pail in- 
stead of being used for a soup or 
chowder. A bottle of milk cours 
because it has not been kept in a 
cool place and it is thrown into the 
Sink. It would have made a fine 
mess of potcheese or coul4 have 
been used for pancakes and quick 
breads. 


When a young chicken is used 
for a salad or fricassee it is waste- 
ful because a fowl would have 
been just as good and cost much 
less. When opening a can of to- 
matoes only a part of it is used 
and rest is thrown away. A smaller 
can might have served the purpose 
or the left over tomatoes could be 
combined with some food for the 
next meal. x 

When stringing beans an inch 
or more is cut off at both ends. In 
a large mess this will be quite an 
item of waste. How much bread is 
wasted daily on account of care- 
Tessness in toasting or making crou- 
tons? Much food waste is caused 
by placing food on the range or 
in the oven to reheat and forget- 
ting all about it.
